Malaria Kills 
2,000 in 
limbabwe 


HARARE — A malaria epidemiĞ 
killed 2,000 of the one million 
people afflicted by the parasilic 
disease in Zimbabwe this year. 
health officials said Monday. 

The statistics compare unfavor- 
ably with 321 deaths out of 340 
reported malaria cascs in 1995. 

Minisuy of Health officer, Sa- 
muel Tsoka said it was the “worst 
epidemic in living memory”. 

Epidemiologists even suggest 
the statistics of the mosquito- 
bome disease are an under-estima- 
tion as some cases go unreported. 

A temporary shortage of ma- 
laria drugs at some clinics in the 
worst affected and high transmis- 
sion areas early in the year, is be- 
lieved to have contributed to the 
death toll. 

Other Southem African coun- 
tries like South Africa. Swaziland 
and Mozambique have also re- 
ported more cases of malaria this 
year. The increase is parlly attrîb- 
uted to heavy rains which fell this 
year after a long period of 
drought.

Open-angle glaucoma usually 
begins to develop after 40, as the 
normal flow of fluid from the front 
compartment of the eye gradually 
becomes blocked. Studies show 
that 30 percent to 50 percent of 
optic-nerve fibres can be lost before 
the affected individual notices any 
changes in their vision. Both eyes 
are usually affected. 

Aithough glavcoma cannot be 
cured, it can be controlled, so that 
damage does not progress. It is 
treated by lowering the pressure in 
the eye to prevent further nerve 
damagëê and vision loss. Pressure- 
reducing medication can be deliv- 
ered in the form of eye drops or 
orally. Medication usually is suffi 
cient, but if not, surgery may be 
needed to improve fluid drainage, 
Once glaucoma is diagnosed and 


treatment started, intraocular pres- 


sure should be measured at least 
every six months. 

To limit glaucoma damage, it 
must bè discovered before the nerve 
is badly damaged. There is consen- 
sus among experts that everyone 
over 40 should be routinely tested 
for high intraocular pressure. Yet it 
is also generally agreed that tests 
are not precise enough to adequat- 
ediy determine the extent of any 
nerve damage. Most optometrists, 
opbthalmologists or even general 
practitioners usually conduct one 
or morè of these tests: 


ّ Tonometry: Measures in- 
traocular pressure by touch- 
ing an instrument to the front 
of the eyeball. It should be a 
Part of every routine eye 
exam (and even every physi- 
cal exam) in adults.

Most people with glaucorna have 
the common form, called openr-an- 
gle glaucoma or simple glaucoma.

A second form of glaucoma, 
called acute closed-angle glau- 
coma, is rare. It is caused by 
trauma, medication or disease, The 
eye becomes red and painful; nau- 
sea, vomiting and blurred vision 
may also occur. When these symp- 
toms are present, a doctor should

Almost two percent of people 
older than 40 have glaucoma, and 
the incidence rises to about 10 per- 
cent in those older than 70. About 
three million Americans have glau- 
coma and aout 80,000 are legally 
bEËnd.

The "PC by Sony" play up the 
brand name and the new look — 
soft-edge sculpture in taupe and 
slate. 

Compaq was the first U.S. com- 
puter maker to counterattack. Put- 
ting industrial design before simple 
aesthetics, the world's leading PC 
company unveiled in mid-July a 
drastic makeover of its product line 
that aims to appeal to specific types 
of users. 

For each category (family, video 
games players, artists, home work- 
ers and traveling professionals), the 
Texas manufacturer has come up 
with a different machine. 

The most revolutionary, the Pre- 
sario 3000, is the first desktop 
computer built with a thin, flat 
sereen, instead of the ubiquitous 
hoxy cathode-tube monitor. 

The screen is attached to the 
front of the computer, which stands 
upright and slim in a space-saving 
footprint, and is mounted on a 
panel that incorporates two speak- 
ers. : 


Compaq also wanted a computer 
that could be transported easily. 
The typical tangle of cords has been 
tucked inside the body of the ma- 
chine and the keyboard can be in- 
serted, allowing everything to be 
lifted in one piece. 

Control buttons, located below 
the screen, provide direct commu- 
nication with certain multimedia 
functions, such as the CD-ROM. 


IBM is not far behind. At the end 
of September “big blue" is ex- 
pected to launch on the U.S. market 
a dark-colored computer with ele- 
gant lines, code-named “Stealth’", 

Its introduction in Japan, a 
borming market where the lack of 
space is a hasic limitation, will 
fallow soon afterward. 

"Stealth" is the result of an 
eight-month market research study, 
conducted among almost 2,000 
people in Brazil, Britain, Japan, 
Spain and the United States which 
showed that consumers do not want 
their PCs to scream at them in 
bright colors. 

"People want dark colors, thèy 
want sleek, modern, and Power- 
fil, "" Thompson said. 

Macintosh fans will have to wait 
between a year and 18 months to 
see te new Apple computers. The 
company is dreaming up a rainbow 
of compiters, ranging from those 
for professional publishers to sim- 
ple *‘toys"" for babies.

And a couple of young Saudi 
women, whose father accompanied 
them to the rink during a fumily 
visit to the UAE, said they were 
eager to take a spin on the ice but 
would have to wait a little. 

"I don"t want to do it here be- 
cause there are a lot of men. I 
cannot mix,’ 18-year-oldi Amal 
Yissef said as her deep brown eyes 
peered at the rink over the top of 
ber veil. 

‘‘If there were only women here, 
Î would have done it. When I go 
back to Saudi Arabia I would like 
to try it,” Amal said. 

Segregation also exists now as it 
did in the past durîng family out- 
ings to the desert, with the women 
staying behind in the tents while the 
men trek or hunt.
